A BLOODY PEACE POLICY. 


Thirteen days were wasted by the Unite 


States Government in holding parleys with 
representative of General Carranza in Juarez i 
the hope of securing "permission" from thi 
shifty egotist to capture and punish Mexican oul 
laws for invading United States territory. Th 
conferences between General Scott and Genen 
Obregon came to nothing, as was ordained from 
the very beginning, and as we predicted. 


In the meantime, while our soldiers in Mexio 


have been halted in their work and confined t 
the "peaceful occupation of ducking bullets fron 
sniping Carranzistas and other bandits, othe 
. bands of Mexican raiders have crossed into th 


: United States at different places and killed ou 


'.- citizens and burned our property. 


Verily, this "watchful, waiting" is-a bloodj 


T. game. A bloody peace policy is a thousand time. 
:-. worse than.a bloody policy of forceful protectioi 
Vj| and .defense. 


• 'The attempt to conduct politics through mill 
tary officers having proved a complete failure 
this disagreeable phase of the Mexican situation 
has been passed back to the politicians in Wash- 
ington. 


Carranza insists that our troops be withdrawn 


from Mexican soil-within a specified period; he 


. wants them to get out within thirty days: 
..'. -whether the border raiders are subdued or not. 
;•'• ..What will President Wilson do? Will he sum- 


_rnon the soldiers home and abandon the "Get 
;'Villa".campaign officially, as he apparently has 


done in practice? Or will he permit our soldiers 
to remain in Mexico merely as a patrol force con- 
stantly on the defensive, or authorize them to 
go ahead with the work he told the country they 
were sent to do? 


. . . .These are questions which must: be answered 
.'"in1.deeds. The next few days must show whether 


or not we are supinely to suffer murder, arson 
and miscellaneous brigandage from. Mexican 


* bandits all along our southern boundary. 


Our plain national duty is to clean .up a wide 


district south'of the Rio Grande of all lawless- 
ness >and to make it unwholesome for a Mexican 
-to come within sight of the international line 
-with a firing-piece. But the powers at Washing- 
ton are so wedded to the bloody peace policy as 
against bloodless force that we cannot hope our 
national duty will be performed at once. 


FEES FIRST. 


Rather an unpleasant impression concerning 


the conduct of those in charge at Fabiola Hos- 
pital-has been created by the verdict of the cor- 
oner's jury severely censuring the hospital for 
.negligence in the case of Thomas Fosdick, who 
died last Monday. The jury accepted the city 
physician's statement that he had earnestly re- 
quested the use of the X-ray apparatus to deter- 
mine the nature of Fosdick's injuries and. that 
the hospital refused it because no assurances 
were given that pay for its use would be forth- 
coming. The case was plainly an emergency one 
and all concerned agree that the patient's life 
could have been saved only by an immediate 
operation. 


The hospital has accused the coroner's jury of 


announcing an unfair verdict and claims that the 
city physician did not ask for the use of the 
QDeratins: room. It states that such a request 
would have been granted. It is admitted that 
the question of money was raised when the use 
of the X-ray apparatus was requested. 


THE GRAND JURY'S DUTY. 


The charges made before the County Board of 


Supervisors a week or so ago that irregularities 
were being permitted in the administration of 
the County Infirmary have been transferred to 
the county grand jury. The allegations of Super- 
visor Foss are of a serious nature. They include 
the charges that patients were cruelly treated 
by being thrown bodily out of the dining room, 
and that saloons near the infirmary have sold 
intoxicants to inmates. Some of the charges were 
admitted in the perfunctory investigation held 
by the supervisors. 


Since the case has been transferred to the 


grand jury the opportunity is offered to go much 
deeper in investigating conditions at the infirm- 
ary than the supervisors cared to go. This should 
be done. The grand jury is not obliged or ex- 
pected to stop at hearing the complaints of Mr. 
Foss or the testimony of such witnesses as he 
may have mentioned. It ought to summon other 
witnesses and see what foundation there is for 
the ugly complaints made public. Let the in- 
vestigation be thorough and really "rigid." The 
taxpayers want to know the actual conditions 
existing at the infirmary and they have a right 
to know, and they expect those guilty of mis- 
conduct in office or misuse of their power to be 
disciplined, if there are any such. We shall await 
the findings of the grand jury with unabated 
interest.

asked Is a strong argument for the Pub- 
lic Defender In our courts. Theoretically; 
public prosecuting attorneys are expected 
not only to prosecuto and convict thq 
guilty, but to protect and clear the Inno- 
cent and those wrongfully accused. But) 
what nre the facts? Tho highest ambl-i 
tion of every publio prosecuting attorney) 
Is to obtain convictions. They are nofl 
only paid liberal salaries by their com- 
munities', but they 
aro also allowe^ 


trained legal assistants, and tho active] 
co-operation of the police Is at 
their 


command and disposal. There Is no laclc 
of either legal skill or money with which! 
to probe and investigate Into the life and 
affairs of the accused, and always •with, 
the Intention and determination to con- 
vict. The entire energies of tho office era 
devoted to convictions—not 
to justice. 


It hns become the custom to measure th» 
public prosecutor's efficiency by tha num- 
ber of convictions ho has .obtained. In! 
the reports they make each week, or 
month, or yearly, the number of convic- 
tions they have obtained is given great 
prominence. When the publio prosecutor 
Is a candidate for re-election or reap- 
polntment his most forcible argument \m 
the number of convictions he has ob-! 
talned during his term of office, and it 
these exceed those obtained by his pre- 
decessor the fact Is pointed to with pride.
